' not pre.sent on account of a legal 
! celebration in which they partici- 
. pateil, but they sent their opin¬ 
ions and .suggestion.s upon the sub¬ 
jects discussed and agein pledged 
their active .support. 

The main topic of di.scu.ssion 
was the corporate form of the 
Sierra Madre Botanical Society 
Incorporation has been in procesi 
for almost two months but ot 
account of the jiroblems involved 
in creating a projicr organization 
to cover all the needs of the in¬ 
stitution the actual issuance of tlu 
charter has not been pressed. 

It was brought out in Fridaj 
rdght’s discussion that the charte, 
to be obtained for the Sierra 
.Madre Botanical Society will be an 
instrument for an organizatioi 
which will be conspicuous thruout 
the world. It was further madi 
clear that the legal structur 
createil would be designed for a:, 
institution which will emlure fo:' 
many years, probably centuries. 
The legal talent devoted to its 
making therefore felt that it 
should he done carefully and not 
he, as Mr. .Moote phrased it, “a 
thing of patches.” 

.■\side from conducting the Ar¬ 
boretum at Bailey Canyon which 
in itself is a man’s-sized job. the 
society will function as an educa¬ 
tional institution and as a scien¬ 
tific body. In the cour.se of time 
it may be the director of explora¬ 
tion exjieditions and as the con¬ 
ductor of an outdoor museum and 
sponsor for laboratory experi¬ 
ments and research work and it 
will be responsible for an aesthetic 
influence. In addition to these 
many major functions and respon¬ 
sibilities it will own property and 
be trustee for funds and adminis¬ 
ter funds for educational purpo.ses 
in connection with work it may 
do in conjunction with primary 
schools, high schools, colleges and 
technical and professional schools. 

It will conduct a membership 
headijuarters, will work in cooper¬

Robert L. Fitzwilliam of 341

At last Thursday night’s meet- 
_of the Board of Trustees a 
letter submitted by Secretary- 
Treasurer W, R. Humphries of the 
Sierra Madre Hotankal Society pe¬ 
titioning the city authorities to 
take prompt steps to safeguard 
Bailey Canyon (the Arboretum) 
from fire. Mr. Humphries at the 
same time ilrew attention to the 
great danger now prevalent thru¬ 
out the city from brush and grass 
fires and suggested the city trus¬ 
tees _take immediate steps to pro¬ 
tect ’ the community from what 
might be a catastrophe. 

Mr. Humphries demonstrated 
that a fire at the entrance to 
Bailey Canyon, or anywhere else 
on the edge of the city in the 
hills might rapidly spread over 
all the slopes of the mountains 
back of Sierra Madre Aind cost 
many thousands of dollars in de¬ 
struction and damage to the city 
from muck and eventual land¬ 
slides. He pointed out that a 
duplication of the fire at Berkeley 
could take place here unless every 
precaution to prevent it is taken 
now. Mr. Humphries stressed the 
point that it is cheaper to spend 
a few dollars for prevention than 
to spend much money to fight 
a fire. 

With the letter he transmitted 
letters from Assistant County F'ire 
Warden James A. Graves and U.S. 
Forest Ranger V.'P. Vetter. Both 
recommended strongly that ordi¬ 
nances be adopted requiring spark 
arresters 


Jack Hosford, architectural de¬ 
signer, who has bad office rooms 
with W. R. Humjihries at 24 West 
Central, has move«l into the Sierra 
Madre Hotel Building, and shares 
the office of the chamber of com¬ 
merce.

Mystery still surrounds the 
identity of three iiieii who killed 
Offici-r Albert K. Mathias of Ar¬ 
cadia in one of the most cold¬ 
blooded murders on record in this 
county. Mathias was shot .Monday 
night about midnight while mak¬ 
ing the rounds as night patrol¬ 
man. His friend, L. C. Bortoliiia, 
who w-as riding with him, was 
wouniled when he ran to tly as¬ 
sistance of Mathias. 

Tiie murderers were sitting in a 
car parked on Laurel Street near 
tlie E'ootliill Boulevard. .According 
to Bortidiiui, Mathias stopped his 
car nearby and walked over to as¬ 
certain what they were doing. -As 
Mathias readied the car and made 
his first inquiry the answer was 
a fusilade of bullets. He- staggered 
a few feet away, tugging at the 
gun in its lioster, but died before 
he was able to draw it. Bortidina 
started t»f^ his a.ssistance and was 
slightly wounded. 

Mathias was 3.5 years of age 
anef leaves a wife and two smull 
children. He bad a s|)lendid war 
record, having several citations for 
bravery while serving as a dis¬ 
patch rider in France.

Ford, dean of the Dental College 
at the University of Southern 
California was radically opposed 
to athletics for his students. This 
Tall Dental students •will have a 
separate training field compris¬ 
ing a gymna-sium, football field, 
track, ba.seball courts, golf courses 
etc. on which to play. 

The change of opinion of Dr. 
Ford was brought about by the 
career of Clarence “Bud” Houser, 
world's record holder in the discus 
and captain of the 1926 track 
team. Houser was one of the 
first Dents to participate in track 
and had to have special permis¬ 
sion to do so. The fact that 
Houser was at the head of his 
class scholastically for his four 
years opened Dr. Ford’s eyes. 

Charles Borah came along in 
1926 to become the sprinting sen¬ 
sation as a freshman and regi.ster 
the highest first year class work 
average made in six years. 

Dr. Ford says that he has 
learned that athletics make men 
better students. Now the Dental 
College has compulsory partici¬ 
pation for every man enrolled in 
work. .A staff of coaches and 
physical education men have been 
placed in charge of the work and 
the huge plant for the Dental 
athletics only has just been com¬ 
pleted. 

Last fall for the first time Den¬ 
tal had its own teams in baseball, 
basketball, soccer, tennis, and golf. 
Men who want to compete on the 
Trojan varsity teams must have 
.special authorization. Leo Guich- 
ard, 1927 baseball captain, was a 
dental student.
